Tokio, Japan, Sept. 23.—The fact 
that at the beginning of the present 
wa** Japan officially informed Russia 
that Russia had nothing to fear from 
Japan was reveiled in a recent ad­ 
dress by Viscount Takaaki Kato, who 
was minister for foreign affairs at the 
outbreak of the conflict. 
The idea 
behind tho assurance given by Japan 
was that Russia might hesitate to 
denude 
her 
eastern 
provinces 
cf 
troops and throw Herself whole-heart­ 
edly into the war because of some 
possible act of aggression of Japan 
against Russia. 
v iscount Kato made his address at 
a meeting of the governmental parties 
held to celebrate the 
new 
alliance 
with Russia. 
He said that Russia ap­ 
peared to be concerned as to what 
attitude Japan would adopt when the 
war against Germany was declared. 
Viscount Kato said that as foreign 
minister he had sent a note to the 
Russian government advising Russia 
not to be worried over Japan’s atti­ 
tude, 'affirming that Japan would nev­ 
er take any step to menace Russia’s 
interests or join the war on the side 
of German. 
The speaker declared that among 
Japanese statesmen there wrore some 
who favored a strict neutrality for 
Japan during the war, but the wise 
and courageous determination of the 
Okuma ministry Japan had taken the 
side of the entente allies and by wag­ 
ing war upon Germany had wrested 
Tsing-tau from her grip and had help­ 
ed to crush German naval strength in 
the South Pacific and Indian Ovean^. 
Viscount Kato concluded: “lf Japan 
geographically were situated nearer 
the German domination 
she 
would 
have been able to assist the entente 
allies more effectively and to have 
clashed with the German army and 
navy in the European arena of war.*’

What causes a cold, 
how to prevent it and how to cure it 
are important subjects, according to 
a member of the faculty of the school 
of medicine of the University of Mis­ 
souri. 
There is no special germ that causes 
a cold, but there are several that may i son may go about 
ca u se one. says this authority. 
The 
discharge from the nose, throat and 
mouth, and the exhalations from tin* 
lungs of a person with a cold may con­ 
tain the infectious agent. 
Primarily 
the disease affects the sensitive lining 


of the nose, causing inflamation. Low­ 
ered bodily resistance, caused by ex­ 
treme fatigue or continued residence 
in poorly heated places, chilling the 
body, wet feet, damp clothing predis­ 
pose the development of a cold. When 
in such condition, 
ordinary 
contact 
with a person who has a cold may 
cause one to “take” cold, hence the 
excellent practice of taking an active 
purge at the beginning of a cold. 
A 
cold usually goes before some more 
serious disease, therefore it is best to 
block the progress. 
To prevent colds, shun over-heated, 
underheated 
or 
irregularly 
heated 
rooms and poorly ventilated rooms. 
Avoid contact with persons who have 
colds. 
Use common sense in dress­ 
ing. 
When colds are epidemic, avoid 
places where large numbers of peo­ 
ple are congregated. 
But in spite of preventive measures 
we all get colds. 
A few simple direc­ 
tions for the treatment are given by 
the University of Missouri physicians. 
Within the first few hours after you 
have taken a cold and upon going to 
bed. 
take 
a 
large hot lemonade. 
Spirituous liquors should be omitted. 
For a few days the diet should be free 
from meats, condiments, sweets and 
pastries. 
If there is no fever a per- j

ties, but it is better to remain one day 
at home, where heating and ventila­ 
tion conditions may be controlled.
